He procured a shotj^un and 
was going hunting when he stopped 
in the diningroom of his home and it 
was while adju.-tinR- some part of the 
woapon, when it was accidently dis- 
charged» the whole contents of the 
shell entering the arm just below the 
shoulder. Physicians were hastily 
summoned and the wound dressed but 
it was found that amputation was 
necessary and lie was brought to the 
Richmond institution where the opera- 
tion was performed. While the con- 
dition of the accident victim is quite 
sei-ious, it is believed that he will re- 
cover. 

Young Cooper, who is well and 
popularly known in the vicinity of 
Kimball, is said to have hold up 
bravely after the distressing accident^ 
and even after the operation which 
cost him one of his arms.

SOUTHERN BAPTISTS ARE 

Washington, May 19— Speaking 
from the steps of the capitol to thou- 
sands attending the Southern Baptist 
convention.
